After the very hard and 
close Fame Queen's gave Varsity a 
week ago, their decisive defeat by us 
on Saturday shows that McGil, is 
certainly the team for the champion- 
ship. Unless something very scnous 
happens between now and the play- 
off, if such is necessary, McGill ought 
to defeat Varsity with ease. 

If the playing of one man on the 
iMcGIll team stood out more promin- 
ently than that of any other it was 
that of George Draper. George play- 
ed football of sterling calibre all 
through the game. His catching, 
running and kicking was faultless. 
When the rest of the team saw that 
the ball was going to Draper they 
knew that, it was safe as be never 
even looked like missing a catch all 
afternoon. His running especially in 
the first half when he pulled off some 
sprints for gains of thirty and thir- 
ty-live yard.--, was the tenture ot this 
part of Ihe game. He repeatedly 
Baved what looked like sure scores 
by running the ball out from behind 
his own line, George also took part 
in some of the trick plays and scored 
McGill's iirst touch-down by going 
through Queen's line on one of Shau- 
ghncssy'S famous split bucks.

If perchance you should have a lit- 
tle extra space, we would like to 
voice our opinion of the "Unfair 
Tax" question. We might mention 
that we have not seen the correspon- 
dence of our "Interested Friend," but 
on observing the unbecilic explana- 
tion of the situation by our "Esteem- 
ed President" we though it might 
be amiss to feature a suggestion or 
so. 

With regard to his "eminently fair 
way of making the caterer pay for 
the use of the room" it sounds very 
well to Bay, "We charge him 1J cents 
for every student who takes a meal 
in that room," and this might have 
been accepted for sound judgment, 
had It not been for a gentle rise, in 
the rates, synchronous with the adop- 
terference and Hazlett kicks ^to Wool- I tlon of thie method. This rise being 

practically equivalent to the assess- 
ment, it is difficult to see how it 
touches the caterer at all. It iB 
nothing more nor less than an addi- 
tional source of revenue exueted from 
the students, who take their meals 
there and who were supposed to have 
paid for full privileges of this insti- 
tution in the "Universal Fee." 

Figures show that this apparent 
trivial assessment of 1J cents per 
meal amounts to $10. SO per college 
year providing a man takes three 
meals a day and here we wish to 
draw attention to the f tct that this 
extradonation towards the upkeep of 
this institution has been involun- 
tarily and unwittingly been made by 
those unfortunates who are compell- 
ed, through exigencies of time an:l 
pecuniary reasons, to eat at the Un- 
ion. This we consider an imposition 
ns we understand that the universal 
fee was to entitle nil undergraduates 
to full privileges. Further the Execu- 
tive is presuming too much, to take 
it upon themselves to make such ar- 
rangements without the consent of 
the members. 

We are also a trifle curious to know 
the method adopted to assess the ca- 
terer for the use of the Grill room. 

Wc appreciate the fact that the fin- 
ancing of the Union hns been a very 
difficult matter. BUT! past experi- 
ence must have been of value, and 
with the inauguration of the Univer- 
sal Fee we were given to understand 
that the necessary arrangements con- 
ering these difficulties had been made.

THE SASKATCHEWAN 
COLLEGE 

-4— 

The work in conuectiou with the 
founding of Saskatchewan College lias 
muUe considerable progress during 
the past year, and is now in a very 
hopeful condition. Row Angus A. 
Graham of St. David's Church, St. 
John, N'.ll., was appointed Principal 
and entered upon his duties on ■Inly 
1st, 1911. Owing to the entrance of 
the Canadian Northern Railway near 
the College property the lirst site 
given by the City of .Moose .law had 
to he abandoned, and the City Coun- 
cil set apart for the College a new 
site consisting of nearly i~> acres. 
The west half of this property is for 
a Hoys', and the east half for Girls' 
College. The place where the build- 
ings are to be erected is sixty feet 
higher than the land in the centre of 
the city, and from them a beautiful 
view will he obtained of the river, 
the city, and the surrounding coun- 
try, making an ideal location from 
both a picturesque and a sanitary 
standpoint. 

The site was materially added to 
last week by the purchase of the tri- 
angular block number 149, from Mr. 
Wellington Wbite. This was going to 
be used for industrial purposes, and 
on account of its proximity to the 
college buildings it was considered 
that it would be a detriment to the 
property. A number of friends of the 
college, however, came to the rescue 
and purchased the block for its use. 

Work ofl the Hoys' College and the 
principal's residence commenced this 
Bpring and is now fairly well on the 
way to completion. The main build- 
ing is a lar^e three storey structure 
built of Mcnomenee sand mould red 
brick on a high foundation of Tyndal 
stona. Trimmings and cut. stone work 
is of Ifedford rock— the three making 
a most pleasing combination. Th/ 
principal's residence is also construc- 
ted of similar materials. The large . 
Sloping roofs arc of Vermont, slate — } 
a class of material which has been 
used but little as yet in structural 
work in this part of the Dominion. 

ARRANGEMENT OP SPAOB 
The main building is entered 
through a beautiful north-facing door- 
way which opens into n spacious tile 
floored loggia. This communicates 
by large plate e;lass doors with a 
spacious vestibule from which the 
long main corridor is reached. An- 
other door from the vestibule opens 



into the reception room to the left 
of the entrnuce. Off the reception 
room is the principal's o'heo. Both 
these rooms have separate entrances 
from the main corridor. 

On the ti rat floor besides the recep- 
tion room and executive ottlces al- 
ready mentioned there nre three large 
class rooms, a spacious assembly hall 
and the students' reading room und 
library. In the south east corner is 
the matron's suite, consisting of bed 
room, a sitting room, and a private 
bath. Sliding doors are being ar- 
ranged in the assembly hall so that 
it can he converted into class rooms 
if required. 

SLURPING QUARTERS 
The second floor is reached by two 
stair cases, one at each end of the 
building. On this tloor are some of 
the dormitories of the boys. There 
are here twelve spacious bedrooms 
for students, the quarters for one of 
the masters, a splendid, well equipp- 
ed toilet room, and three baths. Ou 
this floor provision has been made 
for any sickness that

PRINCIPAL'S RESIDENCE. 
To the west of the main building is 
Principal Graham's residence, a large 
spacious dwelling which Immodiasely 
attracts attention. Entering it by 
the front the visitor crosses a wide 
tile floored verandah, to pass through 
the vestibule into the main hall. OH 
it to the lelt is the Principal's pri- 
vate library, to the right the living 
room, each of which have their lire 
places, and up to the left the stair 
ense leading to the upper doors. 
Leading from the living rooms is the 
dining room which is connected with 
the kitchen by a narrow sarving 
room. From the kitchen is a maid's 
sitting room, an innovation not 
found in many residences. 
Upstairs are the bedrooms on boJi
